Steve Barnett. When Dr. aBrnett ar- 
rived the young woman was dead.

Norfolk, Ve., July 4.—The launching 
of a movement for the raising of an en- 
dowment fund of a half million dol- 
lars or more, the annual dividends to be 
used in the general interest of the as- 
sociation was the feature of the opening 
session today of the National Association 
of the Deaf, meeting in annual con- 
vention incident to the Jamestown ex- 
position. This feature came in the ad- 
dress of Dr. wdward Minor Gallaudet, 
of Washington, PD. C., founder of the 
higher education for the deaf, who an- 
nounced that he had appealed to Andrew 
Carnegie, John D. Rockefeller and Mrs.

Evansville, Ind., July, 4.—Before a

Governor Folk, of Missouri, delivered 
an address on the Fourth of July.

“IT believe the real work of the next 
few years is to be done in the states. 
These are the great experimental sta- 
tions of representative government, 
arid thy hdve’ been most neglected. 

“The states are supreme in their 


| sphere, limited only by their own con- 


stitutions, and by the powers which 
they have délegated to the federal gOv- 
ernment.. In the. tendency to centralize 
power in the _ federal government, 
which has ben given such an impetus 
of late, there is danger to our insti- 
tutions a@®i the integrity and dignity 
of the states, so necessary to the 
preservation of the ideas of govern- 
ment that crystallized in the forma- 
tion of the republic. 
Nullification by Injunctions. 
“Nowhere is this encroachment on 


hour the celebration had cost seven lives, 
a half dozen persons were dying and 
hundreds of others were being treated | 
at the hospitals from injuries ranging | 
from slight burns with the possibility 
of tetanus developments to bullet 
wounds and lost limbs.

Killed Aunt and Killed Self. 

In an ecstacy of patriotism Arthur 
Carraro rapidly discharged a revolver 
in his back yaré. One of the bullets 
entered the head of his aunt, Mrs. Al- 
fonso Fucarino, and she fell dead. The 
next bullet, by design or accident, killed 
the celebrator, who fell dead over his 
aupnt’s body. Fucarino was prevented 
from immediately committing suicide by 
bystanders. . 

Bighteen-year-old Nimpa Grigzeltaai 
was struck by a bullet as she stood near 
the open window of her room dressing 
her hair.

One Fatal Injury at New Orieans. 

New Orleans, La., July 4.—The Fourth 
of July here caused one probably fatal 
injury and included four other victims 
painfully hurt. An Italian, who was 
shot in the abdomen with a small 
caliber rifle ball, was the worst hurt.

In. the “couRse of years, when 
the cases are tried, the court . will 
probably hold ‘they are valid, but they 
might as well be killed as to be 
chloroformed by injunction until their 
vitality is gone. 

Object to Federal Despotism. 

“The people of Missouri are not 
prejudiced against railroads as such, 
and the same sentiment of justice 
which brought the freight rate law 
and the: 2-cent fare law into: being 
will cause their repeal if they are 
found to be unfair.

But Laws That Will Pat Presidents 
and General Managers in the 
Pen for Violations of Law. 
Stock Jobbing Is Called 
“Sheer 'Theft.’’ 


| Norfolk, Va., July 4.—Governor 
Hughes, of New York, and Woodrow 
Wilson, president. of Princeton |. uni- 
versity, were the orators of the day 
at the joint Independence day celebra- 
tion and first annual reunion of the 
lineal. descendants of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence at the 
Jamestown- exposition today, the de- 
scendants’ reunion being held under 
the auspices of the Thomas Jefferson 
Memorial Association, of which former 
Secretary of the Navy Hilary A. Her- 
bert is the acting president. 

A Military parade reviewed by Gov- 
ernor Hughes and others preceded the 
formal exercises of the day. 

Former Governor Roberts of Connec- 
ticut, vice president of the Jefferson 
Memorial Association, presided, and 
spoke briefly. 

President Tucker, of the exposition 
comp&ny, delivered an address of wel- 
come, and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was read by Hollins N. Ran- 
dolph, of Atlanta, Ga., a great-great- 
great-grandson of Thomas Jefferson. 

Individual Accountability. 


Individual accountability for the acts 
of corporations, the arrest and impris- 
onment of corporation heads instead of 
the fining or dissolution of corpora- 
tions themselves, is the remedy for 
the monopolistic tendencies and the un- 
lawful practice of modern industries, 


address. 

“Ope really responsible man in jail,” 
he said, “one real originator of the 
schemes and transactions which are 
contrary to the public interest legally 
lodged in the penitentiary would be 
worth more than a thousand corpora- 
tions mulcted in fines, if the reform 
is to be genuine and permanent.” 

What this country needs, Mr. Wilson 
set forth, is not government ownership 
of railroads, etc.; but laws that will 
attack and punish presidents and gen- 
eral managers of railroads for evasions 
and violations of the statutes. Stock 
manipulations he calls “sheer thefts,” 
and says they should be punished as 
such. 

Responsible Man Escapes. 


“Somebody in particular,” the edu- 
cator stated, “is responsible for’ order- 
ing or sanctioning of every illegal act 
committed by its agents or officers: 
but neither our law of personal dam- 
age nor our criminal law has sought 
to seek the responsible persens out 
and hold them accountable for tHe acts 
complained of. We have never at- 
tempted such statutes.” 

Such acts could be passed, and 
should be, if we are to better our in- 
. dustrial conditions, Mr. Wilson be- 
ligved. Pnless something: of this na- 
ture if done, and done quickly, he 
feared socialism will result. 

“Tt is only. in this way,” he said, 
“that we can escape socialism. Unless 
we can single out the individual again 
and make him once more the subject 
and object of law, we shall have to 
travel still further upon the road of 
government regulation, which we have 
already traveled so far, and that road 
leads to state ownership.”

Gainesville Come Reports 
Formal Action of Prohibi- 
tionists in Support of 
the Proposed State 
Measure. 


Geinesville, Ga., July 4.-——-(Special.)— 
At a prohibition meeting, held at the 
Hal] county court house in Gainesville, 
the following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted, talling upon the pres- 
ent Georgia legislature to pass @ state 
prohibition law: 

‘Resolved, That, whereas Hall coun- 
ty has declared by several elections 
that it is overwhe!)mingly in favor of 
prohibition, and 

“Whereas, under the present execu- 
ticn of the local option laws other 
counties in the state are permitted to 
ship whiskey into Hall county indis- 
ciiminately, 

“Therefore, be it resolved, That we 
heartily endorse and approve the bill 
introduced by our senator, Honorable 
i. G. Hardman, declaring for state 
prohibition, and we hereby pledge him 
our aid and support. 

“Resolved, further, That we request 
our representatives, Honorables H. H. 
Perry and H. H. Stephens, to vote for 
end aid in the passage of a state pro- 
hibition law during the present legis- 
lature. 

“Resolved, further, That we request 
cur senator and representatives to pass 
such other and further measures as 
wijl tend to prevent the shipment of 
whiskey and other intoxicating drinks 
into any county in the state from any 
other state. 

“Resolved, further, That these reso- 
lutions be published in the Atlanta pa- 
pers and that every pastor in the state 
be requested to obtain similar resolu- 
tions from their congregations and for- 
ward the same to their respective 
members in the senate and house. 

“Resolved, That a committee of 
three be appointed to act as a steer- 
ing committee before the legislature to 
press the prohibition measures.’ 

Messrs. H. H. Dean, W, B. Sloan and 
A. S. Hardy compose the committee. 

Savannah. Ministers Act,. 

Savannah, Ga. July 4.—(Special.)— 
Every member of the association of 
Savannah ministers who is in the city 
was present at a meeting today of that 
body. It was unanimously decided to 
take action to show that Savannan is 
not a unit for the defeat of the prohi- 
bition legislation proposed in the leg- 
islature. 

The ministers decided to call a mass 
meeting at which resolutions favorable 
to state prohibition will be adopted. 

Sunday or Monday this meeting will 
be held. 

Rev. W. N. Ainsworth, pastor of the 
Wesley Monumental church, took the 
initiative in the fight for prohibition. 
He said, “Not everybody in Savannah 
is allied with the liquor men, as some 
would make the state. believe, and we 
de not propose to let the resolutions of 
the city council and trades bodies pass 
urchallenged.

So Congressman Rainey De- 
clares in Tammany Address, 


HE IS SEEKING A THIRD TERM 


Rainey Says It Is Evident That 
Roosevelt Intends to Run Again, 
but That He Will Be De- 
feated by William 
J. Bryan. 


New York, July 4.—A brief message 
Bryan commenting 
upon economic questions now before 
the country was one of the features 
of the celebration of the Fourth by 
the Tammany Society today. Mr. 
Bryan was one of the guests invited 
to help the society celebrate the day, 
but was unable to attend, and sent a 
message from Lincoln, in which he 
said: ” 

“I trust your celebration will in- 
crease the enthusiasm of 
York democracy and direct attention 
to the fact that the economic ques- 
tions now before the country—the 
trust question, the tariff question and 
the railroad question—all involve the 
same issue, viz.: Whether the govern- 
ment shall be administered in the in- 
terest of a few favorites or in behalf 
'of the whole people. 

“Other questions will enter into the 
campaign, but these questions em- 
phasize the importance of applying to 
the government the Jeffersonian doc- 
trine* of ‘Equal rights to all and spe- 
cial privileges to none.’ 

“WILLIAM J. BRYAN.” 

The Tammany exercises consisted of 
the reading of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and several addresses. 

Congressman Rainey, of Illinois, in 
his speech credited President Roose- 
velt with the design of destroying 
state lines and states’ rights. 


Rainey Attacks: Roosevelt. 


“The policy of the executive,” said 
Mr, Rainey, “now seems to be to put 
the power we thought belonged to the 
states in the hands of congress, and 
then get congress to surrender to 
the executive.”’ 

Mr. Rainey declared that {t was evi- 
dent Mr. Roosevelt intended to be one 
of the candidates for president next 
year, and said his indorsements of 
“favorite sons” were like so many nails 
in the coffin. The speaker in con- 
clusion sald: 

“Washington was too big to accept 
a third term, Jefferson was too big to 
accept a third term, but the present 
occupant of the white house is not 
big enough to refuse. With the dan- 
ger of a third team staring us in the 
face we are beginning to look around 
for a man who- stands upon this 
Declaration of Independence, and out 
west we offer you such a man. There 
is not money enough locked up in all 
the vaults of the trusts to defeat Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan next year, should 
he be the.candidate of the liberal 
party. 

“Our platform is simple enough, for 
it is based upon this declaration, and 
means, ‘Thou shalt not steal.’ The 
platform furnishes no protection for a 
law-defying trust; no bulwark for a 
robber tariff. As long as this great 
party exists in_this great country it 
never can be defeated. Its candidates 
may, but when the time comes, if it 
does come, or it becomes a conserva- 
tive party, fhen the government that 
rests upon the consent of the gov- 
erned will have faded from, the earth.”

“ATLANTA'S WATER SUPPLY. 


The delay in making necessary and authorized improvements in the. 


to the citizens of Atlanta, to say nothing of the grave danger from fire which 
threatens the city while the water supply is cut off, as frequently happens. 

Probably the most serious phase of all is the danger to health from 
drinking river water that has not been filtered by the careful system which 
the city has inaugurated for the protection of its people. 

Recognizing the great need for increased equipment to supply the 
city with pure, clear water, the people recently approved a bond issue of 
$350,000 for making improvements. That was three months ago, and it-is 
estimated that another two months will be required before the new main 
between the river and the reservoir will be under construction. 

: And the worst part of it is that the water board is doing its best to 
meet the demands of the situation, but finds itself helpless. 

The citizens of Atlanta, as they bathed in muddy water yesterday and 
drank Chattahoochee beverage that looked like orangeade, did not look kindly 
upon the councilmanic interference that bas made this condition possible. 

What has been done is done, and there is no way to undo it. But the 
city demands that the utmost haste shall characterize the work of making 
improvements already undertaken. They should be finished in the shortest 
possible space of time, for the prospect of drinking muddy water during the 
next few months is not pleasant to contemplate. 

Under normal conditions Atlanta enjoys as fine and healthful a water 
supply as any city in the country. Through the operation of our system 
of reservoir storage and filtration, the water supplied to the city can be 
made absolutely pure. That cannot be said of the supply at present. . 

It is time to get busy!

Oil Refinery Bill. 

One of the first bills before the ap- 
propriation committee, which is to be 
appointed by Speaker Slaton on ane rd 
day, will be that of Mr. Boyd, of Spald- 
ing, providing for appropriation of 
$10,000 with which to install a cotton 
seed oil refinery at the Georgia School 
of Technology. 

This bill has received the endorse- 
ment of all of those members who 
have discussed the measure with its 
author and it Is altogether probable 
that the money will be made available 
at once. 

Mr. Martin, of Elbert, chairman of 
the committee on agriculture in the 
last house, and who will probably head 
this committee again this year, is one 
of thegenthusiastic supporters of the 
measure. 

“If by its maintenance our boys can 
be taught to set up and operate a cot- 
ton seed oil mill anywhere in the state 
it will prove a wonderful boon to us 
farmers,” said he. “Anything that will 
help us to get more out of our great 
southern product will be that much 
more for us. Cotton seed ofl is one of 
our latest developments from this 
backbone of the south and I am in 
favor of doing all possible to bring it 
to its fullest development.” 

Mr. Boyd, in commenting on the 
progress made with his bill, said: 
“There will be Httle or. no opposition 
to the appropriation. It seems to have 
struck a responsive chord and will go 
The cost will be 
so little {in comparison with the great 
benefit we will derive therefrom that 
it is hardly worth mentioning. Al- 
ready there is a textile department at 
the Tech. and with this refinery we will 
have each component part of the cot- 
ton boll studied and worked up to its 
fullest value.’’ 

L. A. Ransom, president of the Inter- 
state Cotton Seed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion, has expressed his approval of the 
bill, in which he has been joined by 
President M. 8S. Harper, of the Geor- 
gia Association, both of whom say that 
it will do more towards helping this 
southern industry than any legislation 
yet offered by the general assembly of 
Georgia.

One of the delightfu] features of the 
day was the presentation of gold watch 
fobs to Senator Clay and Congressman 
Griggs by the association, in token of 
thelr appreciation for the increased sala- 
ries secured through their efforts, which 
became effective on July |, when their 
annual pay was raised from $720 to 
$900. 

In addition, a gold-headed mane was 
presented President Lindsey, who is a 
native Georgian. All of these were 


Statesboro, who stated that through an 
appeal made in the official organ of the 
association, The Constitution, he had no 
trouble in raising the fund with which 
these tokens were purchased. 

At 9 o’clock the convention was called 
to order by President Fred L. White, of 
Buckhead, with the largest attendance 
in the history of the organization pres- 
ent. .

Marble Monument Unveiled at 
Gadsden of Emma Sansom, 


HEROINE OF THE CIVIL WAR 


When Forrest Was Pursuing North- 
ern Raiders Miss Sansom Rode 
on General’s Horse Behind 
Him and Showed the 
Way to Raiders. 


Birmingfiam, Ala., July 4.—Under the 
auspices of Gadsden chapter, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, a mar- 
ble monument was unveiled at Gads- 
den today to Emma Sansom, a heroine 
of the civil war period. Miss Sansom 
was a country girl who resided near 
Black Creek Falls, a few miles from 
Gadsden. ; 

During General N. B. Forrest's pur- 
suit of the federal army raiders in 
April, 1865, the federal officer, Colonel 
0. D. Streight burned the bridge over 
Black creek behind him and headed 
for Rome, Ga., to destroy a confederate 
cannon factory. Forrest’s army could 
not cross the deep creek, whereuon 
Miss Sansom sprang upon the general's 
horse behind him and pointefl out the 
way to a ford a few miles above. the 
scene of the burned bridge. Forrest’s 
troops then overtook the federals and 
captured them. 

As a* token of appreciation of her 
thoughtfu! heroism the Alabama leg- 
islature adopted a memorial thanking 
Miss Sansom and voted her 640 acres 
of land and a medal. The monument 
unveiled today bears on its base the 
figure of Forrest on his horse with the 
girl behind clinging to him and point- 
ing the way to the ford. A statue of 
the heroine mounts the top of the 
pile. It is the third monument in the 
south ever erected to a woman. 

The unveiling ceremonies were elab- 
orate. Colonel M. H. Clift, of Chat- 
tanooga, who was with Forrest's 
army, was the orator of the day. Em- 
ma Sansom married C. B. Johnson and 
died at Calloway, Texas, in 1900.
